WASHINGTON (UP) - T h e 
Labor D epartm ent repor:ed today 
that record-high food prices push­ 
ed living costs to a new all-time 
peak in April. 
The departm ent said substantial 
price increases for fruits, veg­ 
etables, m er ,s, poultry and f i s h 
sent the index up two-tenhs of 
a per cent last month. 


The April index rose to 123.5 of 
average 1947-49 prices. This was 
3.5 per cent higher than a year 
ago. 


There was some good news for 
housewives, however. 
Ew an Clague, com missioner of 
labor statistics, said the big in­ 
creases are over and overall liv­ 
ing costs were “ peaking out.” 
The depar m ent said some foods 
—bananas, green beans, tom a'oes 
and onions — declined sharply in 
May. 
Clague said prices m ay creep 
up further during the sum m er but 
that August is the m ost logical 
month for a drop. 
The governm ent’s cost-of-living 
index has gone up in 18 of the 
past 20 months. It was unchanged 
in the other two months. It last 


showed a decline in August, 1956. 
Abou 50.000 w orkers will get 
wage increases as a result of pay 
escalation clauses in labor con­ 
tracts. About 250,000 workers in 
farm im plem ents, auto and auto 
parts firm s will receive two cents 
an hour. Another 180,000 will get 
boosts of three cents an hour. 
Clague said he was not includ­ 
ing the auto w orkers at the “ big 
three" firm s in the calculations, 
even though they have cost-of-liv­ 
ing clauses in the contracts, since 
their contracts expire and it is 
doubtful if they will receive the 


June increases. 
Clague said some prices de­ 
clined in April. New car prices 
fell seven - tenths of a per cent. 
Gasoline prices dropped m o r e 
than I per cent to the lowest level 
in 16 months. 
Post-E aster clearance sales re­ 
duced prices of Women s coats, 
suits 
and rayon dresses. B u t 
m en’s slacks, suits and s h o e s 
went up. 
In the food category, orange, 
apples and grapefruit rose sharp­ 
ly in price.

TUNIS, Tunisia (UP) — P resi­ 
dent Habib Bourguiba said today 
that four French planes had bom­ 
barded the airport at the south 
Tunisian town of Gafsa.

slowly-healing wounds in French-

been ruptured by a French bomb­ 
ing attack on the Tunisian bor­ 
der village of Sakiet Sidi Youssef 
last Feb. 28.
